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Legal Questions To Tickle Board 



The Hazard Board of Commissioners will meet 
tonight at 7 p.m to try to break a deadlock on at 
least one vacancy, and probably two on the board 

But Just who’ll vote, who’ll be legally allowed 
to vote and who’ll be voted on are technical questions 
that will have to be answered before the board gets 
down to business 

Commissioners Calloway Colwell, George Feltner 
and Mayor Douglas Combs tried to fill the vacancies, 
Tuesday night. Two seats on the board became va- 
cant on June 19. the effective date of legislation 
passed by the last General Assembly increasing the 
board’s membership from three to five. 

Is Gibson A Board Member? 

As a result of Tuesday's meeting, legal minds 
today were pouring over the question of whether R 
W Gibson is officially a member of the board. Gib- 
son was approved unanimously for one of the va- 
cancies during Tuesday's hectic session. 

But after Commissioner Feltner failed to get 
a second on his candidate, Attorney Carl Morgan, 



Feltner withdrew his vote for Gibson. The legal ques- 
tion confronting the board tonight; Is Gibson a mem- 
ber of the board? 

He got the three votes, which an opinion handed 
down to Feltner by Attorney General Jo M. Ferguson, 
Frankfort, would seem to be the number of notes 
necessary This in itself is another legal question 
faceing the board— -but more of that later. 

A Herald reporter, casually inquiring around 
yesterday, got two opinions which would indicate 
Gibson became a board member Tuesday night. To- 
night, we’ll see. 

In the vote for the second vacancy, Dr. Eli Boggs 
Commissioner Colwell’s candidate, got an endorse- 
ment from Mayor Combs, but Feltner opposed him. 

What really confused Tuesday's meeting, how- 
ever, was another legal question — brought to the 
board's attention by Feltner,

Ferguson’s letter apparently contends that on 
June 19 the commission became a five man board, 
and all actions of the board would therefore require 
a vote of three, the majority, and not two as first 
believed. 

If Ferguson is correct, the building levy voted 
at the July 7 meeting over Feltner’s objections goes 
out the window for the time being. 

It would also mean that any other actions 
taken by the board since June 19, where all three 
members didn’t agree, are not law.

When asked why social se- 
curity taxes were taken out of 
their pay envelopes many work- 
ers recently queried could not 
come up with the three main 
reasons, Mrs. Alma D. Knox, 
District Manager of the Hazard 
social security office said to- 
day. 

Most of them knew about old- 
age benefits, but fewer were 
aware of survivors' benefits — 
payments to a worker's depen- 
dents in case of his death. Some 
did not know about disability 
insurance protection for the 
worker, and for disabled child- 
ren. 

“Every working person and 
his family should know that, 
through his social security tax 
payments, he is building three- 
way protection. He should 
realize that the modest deduc- 
tions from his pay envelope can 
provide a monthly income if his , 
earnings are cut off either by 
old-age. disability, or death,” 
Mrs. Knox pointed out. 

Social Security insurance pay- 
ments are only a partial replace- 
ment of lost earnings. Because 
most working people are com- 
pelled by law to pay social se- 
curity taxes the measure of 
protection afforded is greater 
than it would be if the system 
was on a voluntary basis — that 
is, a system in which the work- 
er could "join up” and pay the 
tax. or stay out and pass up 



protection. 

By Joining with other work- 
ers In the social security insur- 
ance program and paying social 
security taxes, all workprs share 



the risk and receive a greater 
measure of personal and family

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EDITORIAL 
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Ethics, Professional Courtesy of Board Questioned 



A story on the front page of last 
Thursday's Herald tells of the removal 
of Joe Gill from the position of head 
basketball coach Leatherwood High 
School, a job he has held three years. 
The same story relates how Gill, during 
last week's county school board meeting, 
requested an explanation of why he had 
not been informed that another man was 
to get hi" job. 

Delano Combs, a recent graduate 
of Wofford College, was awarded the 
coaching contract two weeks before Gill 
knew anything about it. 

Coached For 3 Year* 

Gill has coached three years at 
Leatherwood under obstacles few coach- 
es would tolerate. Until March, his teams 
were without a decent gym. For practice 
sessions, his boys traveled over poor 
roads to the Viper gym Gill has even 
had to drive the school bus on road trips 
for away games. 

Certainly it is the school board’s and 
Supt’s duty to hire and discharge teach- 
ers within the county. But we question 
the professional courtesy and ethics in- 
volved in leaving coaches and teachers 
in the dark as to their futures. Mr. Gill 
has demonstrated considerable interest 
in Leatherwood Higlf School and in the 
light of the facts deserved to know in 
advance that he was to be relieved of his 
basketball coaching duties. 

Negotiations between young Combs 
and school board officials were begun 
as early as March. Had Gill been aware 
of this then, he would have had the op- 



portunity to shop around for a basket- 
ball coaching position at another school. 

That he wasn’t informed would 
seem to indicate he was kept in the dark 
intentionally by school officials. We can 
only speculate that this was done to pre- 
vent him from looking elsewhere for a 
job, and thereby force him to remain 
on at Leatherwood high school as assis- 
tant basketball coach and head baseball 
coach. 

A Rationalization 

Superintendent Bowling has at- 
tempted to rationalize the injustice suf- 
fered by Gill by saying that the Leather- 
wood coach is not losing any money. 
There k little salve for the wound in 
such thinking because it is doubtful if 
many teachers or coaches are in the pro- 
fession for money alone, especially in 
Kentucky. Personal satisfaction and com- 
munity prestige are the only rewards for 
Kentucky teachers— unfortunately, re- 
wards Mr. Gill has apparently been de- 
prived of in their fullest measure. 

No one can blame Mr. Combs for 
accepting the coaching contract. He play- 
ed varsity basketball at Wofford three 
years and is no doubt qualified for the 
position. 

No law has been broken by the 
school board and Superintendent Bowl- 
ing except the law of common profes- 
sional courtesy. Any rebuttal or explana- 
tion the school board people have to of- 
fer is welcomed by this newspaper. It is 
certainly needed. 



Since shortly after World War II 
when the State commenced it’s program 
of State Parks, the practice has been 
to build modern, comfortable, resort- 
type facilities. 

It therefore came as a slap in the 
face of Eastern Kentuckians last week 
when the State announced that “back to 
nature” facilities are being proposed for 
the Jenny Wiley State Park in Floyd 
County. 

Perry Countians have more at stake 
in the proposal than is first realized. 
While the Floyd County park is some 
distance from here, there is no question 
but that if the “back to nature” units are 
permitted there, they will also be intro- 
duced into Buckhorn when it is develop- 
ed as a State Park 

Back To Nature 

Commissioner Laban Jackson has 

said: 

“I think this type of back-to-nature 
housing will work like a top, especially 
in Eastern Kentucky.” 

There is nothing wrong in his pro- 
posal for the cottages to be “rustic in 
design.” since you can’t tell the content 
of any book by it’s cover. If the cottages 
are appropriately finished within, we are 
:ertain no Eastern Kentuckians or tour- 
sts will object. 

The fly in the ointment, however, is 
.he Commissioner’s proposal for com- 
nunity shower and toilet facilities that 
vould serve the “occupants of six or 
iight cottages.” 
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Boys, fishing has just about come to a 
standstill, unless that you are cat fishing. They 
should be coming from the rocks at once You 
who like to use bush hooked and trot lines 
should have a good season this year. All streams 
that we have that have not been pollouted. I 
would say you boys should drag in some nice 
ones. Don't expect the impossible, you are go- 
ing to have to fish for them. Since we have a 
Dew ponds now open for fishing such as the 
one up Jeff way. also one up near Cody. One 
near Line Fork I would suggest that you take 
the family to one of these if you are just looking 
for a days outing These you can go to so near 
home, with much less danger of watching the 
kids, without any long drives to reach your 
favorite fishing spots. Don’t forget that you or 
your kids can drown in a small pool of water 
the same as you can in a larger lake. I would 
say to use the same precautions of safety in 
any type of water 

Don't Get Me Wrong 

That you can’t catch fish in any type of 
waters, such as our bigger lakes, you can Of 
course H takes a certain amount of “Know 
How", this happened few days ago to a couple 
of old stand by fisherman, such as Sam Garnett 
and Cleon Begley, with a good catch of twenty 
one bass, using surface lures, as they’re late 
their story you roust get back in the bushes 
with that lure Sam states that if you will keep 
plugging in or near any brush pile that you 
are sure to bring a good one 'Xit of it This I 
have found to be true - so many fisherman 
makes a cast <rr two to a likely spot, then leave 
tt, maytje the nevt cast would produce a three 
,er four pounder Hot weather and fish, along 
with the fisherman can create many good prob- 
lems of how to make the riffle. Yes that is to 
get them to bite. Today I had a good catfish 
fisherman. None other than Sam Cornett he 
scys now that you should fish on the bottom 
for fish, because tt is much cooler down there. 
Fish ho says is a lot like humans they are hunt 
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to share restroom and shower facilities 
with chance acquaintances. Nor is this 
average tourist likely to make reserva- 
tions at a State Park where he must 
tolerate the inconveniences of commun- 
ity restrooms. We are certain thgt stu- 
dies will show tourist seek a degree of 
privacy they cannot obtain when com- 
mitted to community restrooms and 
showers 

In this, the 20th Century, the State 
will be making “white elephants” out of 
Eastern Kentucky State Parks if the 
community restroom proposal is allowed 
to be carried through 

We might also point out here that 
no expense has been spared in Central, 
Southern and Western Kentucky to 
make the State Parks there among the 
finest to be found anywhere in the Unit- 
ed States. It is completely foolhardy of 
anyone in Frankfort to think that the 
people of Eastern Kentucky will be satis- 
fied with anything less than what has 
been made available elsewhere.

And the City Police probably should not 
be criticized, since those who ignore the “No 
Parking" signs usually remain only long enough 
to dash into the Post Office and get their mail, 
making an arrest or reprimand by the Police 
somewhat difficult. 

But it might be as desirable if a few cars 
caught blocking thart lane were towed in, or 
their owners fined, to show that the signs mean 
what they say, that they were put up for the 
benefit of the people as a whole, that they 
were put up to speed the flow of city traffic, 
and not to accommodate a few persons who 
are not willing to park somewhere else and 
walk back to get their mail. 

As long as one car sits unmoving on one 
lane of Hazard's main street, then the town 
has temporarily reverted back to the dark days 
of slowly-moving traffic and clogged streets. 
Too much hard work has gone into getting the 
two-lane street to let it be spoiled by a selfish 
few.

Kentucky Featurette 

Ex-Gov. Morehead Once Imprisoned 

By Charles F. Hinds

At Louisville in the dead of the night on September 19, 
1861, ex-Govemor Charles S. Morehead was arrested in his 
home and carried quickly by United States soldiers across the 
Ohio River into Union territory before a habeas corpus could 
be served There he was placed on a special train for a long 
trip to Lafollette prison located in the harbor of New York 
City. 

By his own account, thirty-eight prisoners were assigned 
a large, damp room and issued some half-rotten straw to put 
between themselves and the brick floor There was just one 
drinking vessel for all the men, a dirty tin cup, into which 
water was poured which had been made more palatable by 
straining off the tadpoles 

The group pro?: <tcJ their treatment to President Lincoln, 
and the man were transferred to Fort Warren in Boston Har- 
bor, where they were placed without bedclothing or straw 
upon the bare floor. 

What did Charles Morehead do to deserve tho three and 
one-half months he served in prison? He was not sure. 
Perhaps it was because he had criticized publicly William H. 
Seward. Secretary of State, or maybe he was thought partly 
responsible for the Invasion of Kentucky earlier in the month 
by Confederate troops under General I^onidas Polk 

Morehead was born in 1802 in Nelson County. Ha was a 
first cousin of Governor James T Morehead of Kentucky and 
a second cousin of Governor John M. Morehead of North 
Carolina. 

After graduating with a LLB from Transylvania University 
in 1820, he practiced law in Christian and Franklin counties. 
From 1828 to 1854 he served in the Kentucky legislature and 
United Staets Congress and was Attorney General of Kentucky 
for a period of six years. In 1855 he was elected Governor 
on the anti-foreign American party ticket, but it is doubtful 
that he approved the Bloody Monday” riot which took place 
in Louisville on election day. 

He died in Greenville. Mississippi, in 1868. of causes, 
partly due it was thought by some, to the imprisonment he 
suffered during the War in Union hands

valuable service they have rendered until after they 
are gone.

Forty five thousand children ago, Mrs. Mary Sue 
White came from her native North Carolina to found 
the Mountain Child Welfare Mission, which carries 
on today from the original headquarters on North 
Main Street in Hazard. 

The figure 45 000 represents the approximite 
number of mountain cjiildren who have received 
aid from the mission since it was founded in 1943. 
an average of about 3,000 a year. 

Non-Profit Institution 

The Welfare Mission, a non-profit institution 
and still guided by Mrs White, has offered a varied 
program of service since its establishment during 
World War II Mrs. White, a registered nurse, said 
It wasn’t uncommon for the mission to find itself 
financially aiding parents of children who need 
glasses dental work, surgery or even transportation 
to a clinic. She said there had alio been times when 
they have helped secure groceries for deetitute fam- 
ilies 



Distributing used clothing to needy persons con- 
stitutes one of the most beneficial phases of the 
mission program, as far as the people are concerned. 
Clothes that come in from doners, many of them 
from out of state, are given away free to any one 
who cannot pay the few cents per garment generally 
asked. Money collected in this way goes into a gen- 
eral fund to aid under-priviledged children. 

100 People At Door 

Mrs. White said that just before Christmas, as 
many as 100 people will crowd around the door of 
the clothing room as the afternoon opening time of 
one o’clock draws near. 

In addition to serving as an agent for providing 
supplies, Mrs White often finds herself in the role 
of counselor for parents who are confused about 
what to do with their problem children. She said she 
was always "very frank” In referring them to a prop- 
e agency. 

Discussing delinquent boys, Mrs White com- 
mented: “We have always had bad boys. 1 don’t 
think the number is increasing." She advocates re- 
creation as a means of combating delinquency in 
minors. 

Several children who otherwise might not have 
received an education owe their completion of high 
school and for some, college, to Mrs White and the 
Mountain Mission. The mission has helped at least 
100 boys and girls, some from out of state, through 
boarding school and college. Mrs. White estimated. 

The mission is supported entirely by free-will 
donations. Not long ago, a wealthy Flushing, New 
York lady. Mrs Katherine M Bank, willed the mis- 
sion 110,000

mission has suffered in its 15 year existence. The 
building stands directly in the Hazard flood zone, 
across the street from the old Perry Motor Company 
building on North Main Street. The mission still has 
not completely recovered from the flood’s effects. 

Mrs. White owns the building that serves as the 
mission borne The street-level floor contains a 
kitchen, package-receiving room, used clothing room, 
furnace and office She lives upstairs. 

From North Carolina 

Before coming to Hazard. Mrs White was en- 
gaged in similar social work In West Jefferson, North 
Carolina She first heard of Hazard and the need for 
9uch a mission through a fellow sociatavorker. 

After graduating from the Hickory, North Caro- 
lina Nurses Training School, she worked with the 
United States Health Service five years, stationed 
at one time near Boston, Mass Here, she met and 
married a young World War I veteran attending 
a nearby Veterans Vocational School A transfer 
back to her beloved Southland soon followed, and 
then came her entry Into social work. 

Last year, the Hazard Business and Professional 
Women's Club voted Mrs White the local “Woman 
of The Year.” 

Mrs White expressed high hopes for the con- 
tinuation of the Mission's work when she can no 
longer carry it on It is a safe bet that if her suc- 
cessor is as sincere about helping people who cannot 
help themselves as Mrs White certainly ia, the 
Mountain Child Welfare Mission’s future of service 
is secure.
